Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The prior art does not anticipate nor render obvious over Applicant's claimed 
subject matter. Particular, 'a set load changing means for the elastic member attached 
to the first lever' in addition to the limitation of 'a third lever pivotally supported by the 
second lever' In view of the claim language as a whole, the prior does not reasonably 
suggest the elastic member with the set load means in addition to the third lever amount 
regulated by the second lever. 

After a further search and consulting with Primary Examiner Noah Kamen, 
Examiner believes the claims are in a condition for allowance.
